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MEMPHIS, Tenn,, Nov. 19.—The knot 


In the Farmers' Alliance convention cul- 
minated in a bolt, and yesterday morn- 
ing those opposed to the people's party 
capturing the body held a caucus and 
concluded to form a new association 
embodying the doctrine ol the alliance, 
but holding aloof from politics. 
The 


Taubeneck crowd having captured tho 
convention the delegates refused to at- 
tend the morning session. At noon 
they got together and effected a tem- 
porary 
organization and began to 


shape matters for the issuance of a 
manifesto. Tho correspondent for the 
United Press found Dr. MoCunc in his 
room, and that gentleman made the 
following statement: 


"I withdrew from the convention 


hall because the national committee of 
the people's party have came here and 
by every possible method are attempt- 
ing to secure control of the alliance. 
They have used fonl means to secure 
hold of the body ivnd have gone so far 
as to make up a slate for officers. 
See- 


ing-that these men were in control of 
tho convention and had determined to 
carry out their measures contrary to 
all alliance traditions and principlea 
I withdrew from the hall and shall re- 
main out as long as such methods are 
being used to divert the purposes of 
the alliance. The delegates who left 
the hall felt the same as I did about 
the matter. 


"Does this mean that you will try to 


form those thinking as you do, that 
tho alliance should be a non-partisan 
body, into a separate organization." 


"Not necessarily, but if such on as- 


sociation is formed the demand for it is 
from the people who don't care to see 
the principles advocated by the Farm- 
er's Alliance go to naught because de- 
signing politicians have succeeded in 
capturing the present organization. 


"Taubeneck and half a dozen na- 


tional committeemen of the third party 
have held secret sessions here dally, 
and so far have shaped the entire policy 
of the convention through their tools 
on the convention floor."

Framed In the future as not to builil np one In- 
Qustrr at the expense of another. 


(El—We believe that the money of tho coun- 


try should be kept as much as possible In tho 
hands of tho people; and henco wo demand all 
national and state revenues shall bo limited to 
tho necessary olpensea of the government 
economically and honestly administered. 


(F)_We demand that postal anvlngs banks 


be established by tho government for tho safe 
aeposlt of the earnings of the people, nnd to 
facilitate exchange. 


LAND. 


The land, including all tho national resources 


»f wealth. Is the heritage of all tho people, and 
Ihonld not be monopolized for speculative pur- 
poses and alien ownership of laud should bo 
prohibited. All lands now held by railroads 
and other corporations In excess of their actual 
needs, and lands now owned by aliens should 
how be reclaimed by tho government and held 
tor actual lettlnrs only.

Her testimony was 
intensely exciting. Twenty years age 
she was the Widow Ballinfrton, one o) 
tho wealthiest women in Texas. 'One. 
night she was the guest of the CockreU 
famlly.anu Uov. W. 0. Veal, then a dash- 
ing and popular yonntf preach.cri was 
a guest .it Hie same place. After tho 
family had retired ho forced his way 
into the witness' room and accom- 
plished her ruin. She kept the secret, 
dreading1 the dis^rnce of exposure. The 
next morning Kev. 
Veal offered a fer- 


vent prayer before breakfast, in which 
tho grief-stricken woman joined. A 
year later she married Dr. Jones, and 
for nineteen years she kept tho story 
of the wrori}; a secret. Finally she 
broke down and divulged it to her hus- 
band, and at the first opportunity he 
killed Gen. Veal. The witness stated 
that twice since the original wrong 
Veal had attempted to forco himscli 
upon her, but she spurned him and 
drove him from her home. Sho swore 
that slio had never wrote a letter to 
Veal in her life and never entered hi! 
office. 
Mrs. Jones' story created ^ 


great sensation. The hearing1 vvlll bl 
resumed this morning.

In the Farmers' Alliance convention cul- 
minated in a bolt, and yesterday morn- 
ing those opposed to the people's party 
capturing the body held a caucus and 
concluded to form a new association 
embodying the doctrine ol the alliance, 
but holding aloof from politics. 
The 


Taubeneck crowd having captured tho 
convention the delegates refused to at- 
tend the morning session 
At noon 


they got together and effected a tem- 
porary 
organization and began to 


shape matters for the issuance of B 
manifesto. The correspondent for the 
United Press found Dr. McCune in his 
room, and that gentleman made the 
following statement: 


"I withdrew from the convention 


hall because the national committee of 
the people's party luive came here and 
by every possible method are attempt- 
ing to secure eontiol of the alliance 
They have used foul means to secxire 
hold of the body and have gone so far 
us to make up a slate for officers. See- 
ing that these men weru in control of 
tho convention and had determined to 
carry out their measures contrary to 
all alliance traditions and principl 
I withdrew from the hall and shall re- 
mam out as long as such methods are 
being used to divert the purposes of 
the alliance 
The delegates who left 


the hall felt the same as I did about 
the matter. 


"Does this mean that you will try to
